NINTENDO  ENTERTAINMENT  SYSTEM 
What  is  the  Nintendo  Entertainment  SvstemR  (NES)? 

The  NES  is  an  advanced  home  video  game  system  that  offers  more  family  fun,  versatility 
and  potential  for  expansion  than  any  other  game  system.  Players  experience  the 
excitement  and  challenge  of  video  games  which  provide  something  for  every  member  of 
the  family.  Software  spans  a  broad  range,  including  challenging  action  games,  intricate 
role-playing  adventure  games,  and  action-packed  sports  games.  The  NES  gives  players 
the  ability  to  "communicate"  with  the  screen,  offering  a  series  of  interactive  accessories, 
such  as  a  pressure-sensitive  video-interactive  mat,  as  well  as  certain  games  which  can  be 
programmed  by  players.  Many  games  offer  simultaneous  two-player  involvement  while 
others  allow  any  number  of  players  from  1-4  to  play  simultaneously. 

The  NES  comes  in  three  configurations:  the  Control  Deck™  set,  the  Action  Set™  and 
the  Power  Set.™ 
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The  Control  Deck  set  includes: 

a  sleek,  compact  control  deck  that  plugs  easily  into 
conventional  TV's  or  color  monitors,  and 

two  controllers  -  rectangular,  hand-held,  directional  pushpad  devices. 

The  Action  Set  includes: 

a  control  deck 
two  controllers 

the  Zapper,R  a  highly  accurate  light-sensing  video  gun,  and 
one  game  pak  featuring  two  game  titles,  "Duck  Hunt"R 
(which  works  with  the  Zapper)  and  "Super  Mario  Bros."R 
(an  international  favorite). 
The  Power  Set  includes: 

a  control  deck 
two  controllers 
the  Zapper  light  gun 

the  NES  Power  Pad,™  an  interactive  mat  in  which  the  player  uses  his  body 
movements  to  control  the  action  on  the  video  screen,  and 
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a  triple  game  pak,  featuring  "Duck  Hunt,"  "Super  Mario  Bros."  and  "World 
Class  Track  Meet,"™  a  title  designed  for  the  Power  Pad. 

The  Control  Deck  Set,  Action  Set  and  Power  Set  have  an  average  retail  price  of  $79.95, 
$99.95  and  $149.95,  respectively. 

What's  Different  About  the  NES? 

The  NES  is  unprecedented  in  home  entertainment  systems.  It  is  more  fun  than 
traditional  video  games,  because  play  action  moves  off  the  TV  screen  so  the  NES  can 
become  an  aerobics  and  fitness  aid,  a  shooting  gallery,  an  in-home  video  arcade  or  an 
educational  tool. 

Nintendo  researchers  have  also  developed  other  accessories  not  commonly  associated 
with  video  games.  Though  not  currently  available  in  the  U.S.,  these  include  a 
computerized  knitting  machine,  a  disk  fax  and  an  external  disk  drive. 

This  new  generation  of  video  games  has  52-color  screen  images  that  are  arcade-quality 
and  three-dimensional.  Each  game  is  accompanied  by  audio  background,  complete  with 
music  and  realistic  sound  effects. 
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The  NES  has  built-in  technology  once  found  only  in  expensive  home  computers.  It  has 
a  2K  bytes  built-in  memory  with  a  proprietary  central  processing  unit  (CPU)  and  a 
custom-designed  picture  processing  unit  (PPU).  It  also  has  a  48-pin  expansion  port  built 
into  the  bottom  of  the  unit,  allowing  the  unit  to  be  expanded  for  future  uses. 

Who  Created  the  Nintendo  Entertainment  System? 

The  NES  was  created  by  Nintendo  Co.  Ltd.,  which  controls  more  than  90%  of  the  home 
video  game  market  in  Japan  and  is  a  recognized  leader  in  coin-operated  arcade  games 
here  in  the  U.S.  Having  started  as  a  playing  card  manufacturer,  Nintendo  marked  its 
100th  anniversary  in  1989.  The  company  introduced  electronics  to  the  Japanese  toy 
industry  in  1970  and  has  consistently  been  recognized  as  one  of  Japan's  most  excellent 
companies  by  leading  Japanese  business  journals.  Its  wholly-owned  American  subsidiary, 
Nintendo  of  America  Inc.,  was  established  in  1980  and  is  based  in  Redmond, 
Washington,  a  suburb  of  Seattle. 
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What  Accessories  Are  Available  for  Use  With  the  NES? 

The  NES  Advantage11  —  A  full-size,  arcade-style  joystick  with  a  weighted  base  to  keep  it 
stable  on  any  surface.  The  NES  Advantage  is  designed  for  either  one-person  or  two- 
person  play.  Two  turbo  adjusters  allow  players  to  speed  up  the  rapid-fire  action.  It  also 
has  a  slow  motion  feature.  This  feature  decreases  the  speed  of  the  game  action  in  some 
games  to  simulate  slow  motion,  thereby  allowing  players  to  surmount  obstacles  which 
would  otherwise  be  more  difficult.  (Average  retail  price  $39.95) 

The  NES  Max™  «  A  joypad  featuring  a  rotating  thumb  control  which  allows  for 
heightened  player  accuracy  and  360°  movement.  It  incorporates  two  turbo  buttons  to 
double  the  speed  of  action  for  split-second  responsiveness.  (Average  retail  price  $19.95) 

movements  to  control  the  action  of  characters  on  the  screen.  The  Power  Pad  is 
packaged  with  the  "World  Class  Track  Meet"™  game  pak.  (Average  retail  price  $69.95) 
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The  NES  Zapper*  ~  A  high-tech  video  gun  with  built-in  light  sensors  that  interact  with 
flashes  of  light  from  the  TV  screen.  Designed  for  Nintendo's  light  gun  games. 
(Average  retail  price  $24.95) 

The  NES  Satellite™  ~  Up  to  four  players  can  plug  in  their  Nintendo  controllers  to  this 
wireless  remote  unit  and  then  enjoy  game  play  from  as  far  away  as  15  feet.  Players' 
actions  are  relayed  to  the  control  deck  via  an  infrared  signal.  The  NES  Satellite  can 
accommodate  virtually  any  Nintendo  controller,  including  the  NES  Max,  NES 
Advantage,  NES  Power  Pad  and  the  NES  Zapper  light  gun,  and  has  built-in  turbo  for 
high-speed  action.  (Average  retail  price  $39.95) 

The  NES  Four  Score™  ~  A  hard-wire  remote  control  unit  which,  like  the  NES 
Satellite,  allows  up  to  4-player  simultaneous  action  on  specially  designed  4-player  games. 
A  six-foot  cord  permits  additional  distance  from  the  Control  Deck,  and  two  turbo 
buttons  give  all  players  turbo  power.  NES  Four  Score  works  with  the  NES' Advantage, 
NES  Max  and  the  standard  NES  controllers.  (Average  retail  price  $24.95) 
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NES  Hands  Free™  ~  A  hands-free  controller  which  helps  the  physically  disabled  enjoy 
home  video  game  play  with  the  help  of  a  "sip  and  puff  tube."  Available  directly  from 
Nintendo  in  a  variety  of  configurations,  the  basic  unit  is  sold  at  the  manufacturer's  cost 
of  $120,  plus  tax,  shipping  and  handling. 

Are  NES  Games  Different  From  Other  Video  Games? 

The  NES  offers  games  that  are  very  different.  The  wide  range  of  software  is  designed 
to  challenge  players  of  all  ages  and  interests  with  play  action  that  doesn't  happen  only 
on  the  TV  screen. 

There  are  eight  game  pak  categories:  an  Action  Series;  an  Adventure  Series;  an  All 
Family  Series;  an  Arcade  Classics  Series;  a  Light  Gun  Series;  a  Power  Pad  Series;  a 
Programmable  Series;  and  a  highly  realistic  Sports  Series. 

More  than  150  games,  including  those  created  by  Nintendo  licensees,  are  available  for 
the  NES.  Each  software  package  is  enclosed  in  a  high-impact  plastic  cartridge  and  has  a 
built-in  computer  memory  card  with  a  minimum  of  256K  byte  memory  capacity.
